Washington, April 3.—In an opinion 
by Justice Brown, the supreme court 
of tho United States Monday decided 
the case of the Houston and Texas 
Central Railroad company vs. J. A. 
Mayes In favor of the company. The 
case involved a claim made by Mayes 
against the railroad company on ac­ 
count of failure of the road to prompt­ 
ly supply cars for the shipment of 
cattle, and brought into question the 
validity of the Texas state law under 
which the claim arose. 
Mayee In 1903 lived in Llano county, 
Texas, and engaged seventeen cars for 
the transportation of 625 head of cat­ 
tle to Red Rock, Okla., the agreement 
being that the cars were to be furnish­ 
ed April 20 of that year. 
The cattle 
were driven into the stockyards on 
the morning of that day, but the cars 
for their shipment did not arrive until 
the afternoon of the next day. Mayes 
made a claim for damages on account

ment—a placid baby for a nervous wo­ 
man or one who Is not bored by atten­ 
tions for the dem onstrative. The visit­ 
ing agent has to be som ething of a 
psychologist. Every one calls for curly 
hair of course, aud blue eyes are much 
in demand, but the new m other gener­ 
ally forgets all her specifications when 
■he Is confronted with the living can­ 
didate. The baby is taken to the home 
by the agent, who leaves w ritten di­ 
rections about food and care and comes 
back twice a year to note progress. 
Frequent reports are encouraged, and 
even after the child is legally adopted 
the society tries to keep in touch with 
It.
